The man whoaeos a thing well can 

usually dosci ilic it \\*ill. Hahits of dose 
ob ervation and a weil-tra ued nieinoiy 
make up the Inundations of success of 
all brain-workers. An<l the journalist 
who can store up any bit of color he 
i^ay ehanee iip<»n. for instant use when 
it is most needed, is foniinate iuileed. 
He is like the lawyer who. wheii ho 
was congratulated on the c\ce ■diii<; a^>- 
jiropi"iat<>nes8 oi a story he h;ul told a 
jur^. replied: 'Oh. well. I hav** Itccu 
waiting Ufteen years for a chance to tell 
that story." And dotihlv fortiinaie is 
the news chronicler who, seeing and 
renoembaitog eventa well, also sensaa 
their correct relations tp each other. 

That the tone of , our periodical news- 
wriUiig is improving , no one will deny, 
"irtie <^iiality of the men who devote 
themselves to it is constantly rising, 
both as reganbi «;hai1k0^r..An<| AdlMM^ 
j^JMp. 'i;he r»;poiUT„i8ltgroF«ig Ppwflj-, 
jad he yill ypj come to stand on a pir 
With the best of edlto,rs.
